family matters 

Twelve years after buying the perfect house with a not-so- 
perfect kitchen, DIYers create a stylish success story. 
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You can find anything on Google. 

That's exactly what homeowners Todd and 
Diane Halbur said about updating their 
suburban kitchen. Surfing the Web for tips on 
sanding and painting cabinetry, refinishing 
countertops, and cutting and installing tile 
helped the amateur do-it-yourselfers, including 
sons Jack and Ben, achieve an elegant upgrade 
for their U- shape kitchen. 

The Halburs worked with Kitchen + Bath 
Makeovers™ to refresh what they called the 
^h990s country” style of their home. Hoping 
to go more contemporary — but not too 
contemporary, they were quick to caution — we 
focused on traditional colors and textures in 
modern applications. Although it seemed dark 
in the paint can, the sagey gray on the cabinetry 
is brightened by the kitchen's ample natural 
light and complemented by the cool gray walls. 

With a sophisticated palette in mind, the 
dirty and dated white laminate countertops 
were not going to cut it. Although the Halburs 
dreamed of granite, they knew it would be a 
costly upgrade. Instead, they got the look of 
new countertops with a countertop refinishing 
kit applied in five steps. After reading reviews 
and application tips, they decided to order two

30-square-foot kits, instead of one 50-square- 
foot kit, because past experiences warned 
against running out of materials at a critical 
stage. Although intimidated by the project, 
their research made the speckled charcoal 
countertop one of the easiest and most 
impactful upgrades. ''Everyone asks about it 
and can’t believe that it is just a coating,” 
Diane says. 

To take the edge off the cool color choices, 
we picked a warm limestone mosaic for the 
backsplash: a traditional natural stone but in 
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budget

a geometric pattern. The effect adds texture 
without overwhelming the small room with 
a busy pattern — but installation almost 
overwhelmed the Halburs. The fractal pattern 
looked great but was hard to tame, requiring 
multiple cuts at the backsplash's edges and 
around outlets. The DIYers started the job 
cutting the tiles with nippers but ultimately 
rented a tile cutter for 24 hours. The right 
equipment made all the difference, and they 
were able to install the tile with much less 
frustration and much more precision. 

After the trials and tribulations of tiling, the 
Halburs took in stride the flooded basement 
that resulted when replacing the sink, faucet, 
and garbage disposal. A new stainless-steel sink 
paired with a high-arc faucet takes advantage of 
the ample space at the large window. 

^^Our philosophy is, ‘How hard can it be?’ 
which sometimes works out for us — sometimes 
not,” Diane says. It was deflnitely hard, but the 
family agrees that it certainly did work out.

Upgrading your fixtures will update tired 
design and create a more personalized 
shower experience. Here’s what to ask 
yourself on your quest for the best way to 
start, end, or rejuvenate your day. 


WHERE ARE YOUR 
FIXTURES INSTALLED? 

The first question is the easiest but most 
important if you’re replacing a fixture. The 
three common showerheads are wall-mount, 
ceiling-mount, and handheld. Showers can 
include one or more of these standard 
fixtures. Wall-mount fixtures connect into 
plumbing in the wall, while ceiling-mount 
models are plumbed into the ceiling. 
Handheld showers are often attached to a 
rod or shower wall with a hose and clip, and 
they are available as accessories to bathtub 
fixtures, mounted directly on the tub or part 
of the tub’s filler. Know exactly what you’re 
replacing for a smooth transition. 

WHAT DO YOU GET OUT 
OF YOUR SHOWER? 

Perhaps you use the shower to energize 
and start your day. Pick a shower fixture 
that will provide an invigorating water 
flow — a strong, wide spray that covers most 
of the body is perfect. 

If you’re showering to blast away dirt 
and sweat, like after a messy day’s work or 
a hard workout, look for a smaller diameter 
and settings that can provide a continuous 
concentrated stream or an extra boost of 
water pressure. A handheld shower helps 
with this type of direct pressure because you 
can bring it closer to your body. 

If your MO is to unwind after a long day, 
select a large-diameter rainfall-style model, 
which distributes water from above for a 
relaxing shower, or a multisetting 
showerhead that includes more soothing 
sprays like mist, pulse, or massage.

WHO’S SHOWERING? 

When there are only one or two 
dedicated users, as in most master baths, 
it's easy to strike a balance with a single 
showerhead. For the best benefit of both 
parties, a multiple-setting model gives 
individual users a customizable experience. 

If there's a significant height difference 
between those sharing the space, consider a 
showerhead that can tilt to adjust to height. 

Look for fixtures that can acclimate to 
growing children and teenagers, such 
as showerheads with multiple spray settings 
and heights. Some showerheads include 
temperature settings that prevent water 
from becoming too hot. There are even 
showerheads with timers that limit your 
teen's notoriously lengthy shower time. 

The elderly, disabled, and injured 

benefit from the adaptable handheld 
showerhead. This fixture gives the user 
control over water direction and spray 
setting, ideal for gently bathing fragile skin 
and avoiding casts or medical incisions. Look 
for showerheads that easily transition 
between spray settings— ADA-compliant 
fixtures are a good place to start. 

For a bath that caters to frequent guests, 
choose a simple showerhead. You don't want 
friends and family to be intimidated by an 
array of options.

Getting quality undercabinet 
lighting is so easy you can do it 
in one evening with just a few 
materials. Your eyesight, and 
your kitchen’s ambience, will 
thank you. 

Before you start, read the 
instructions included with 
the light strip to understand 
what’s needed (it may vary if 
you use a different product 
than the one we selected). Next, 
clear counters so you have an 
accessible work surface. Also 
remove items stored on the 
bottom shelf of your cabinet. 
Now you’re ready to get to work. 
Follow along on the next page. 


MATERIALS 

• Undercounter lighting 
bar (We used the Utilitech 
13-inch Plug-In Under 
Cabinet LED Light Bar.) 

• Drill and bits 

• Tape measure 

• Screws 

• Cord clips

SIZE IT. Lights come in a variety of 
lengths; select one that fits comfortably in 
the space underneath your cabinet. Plan 
where you will run the cord so it is out of 
sight— try fitting it through the small gap 
between cabinets— when possible, and 
find an unobtrusive outlet to plug into, like 
behind the fridge. 


step 2 

CLEAR THE ROUTE. Drill holes where 
needed to route cords between cabinets. 

Be sure the hole is large enough for the 
connector to pass through. We used a 
iV4-inch bit, but yours may be different, so 
compare bit size to the plug of your product 
before drilling. 



steps 

ADD LIGHTS. Mount the light onto the 
brackets. Ours simply popped into place.

SECURE BRACKETS. Install the 
mounting clips, or brackets.

If the instructions don’t have 
bracket measurements, evenly distribute 
them for maximum support.

WRAP IT UP. Run connecting cord 
through holes and secure to light. Use clips 
to secure the cord out of sight. Make 
connections, and plugin.

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weekend projects 
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FINIAL-TOP KITCHEN CANISTERS 

Turn the glass vases gathering dust in your 
closet into elegant canisters worthy of display, 
top right. The tops use wood finials joined to 
routed-edge wood plaques and clock surfaces 
(buy them at crafts stores). To craft a lid, drill a 
pilot hole into the center top of your wood disk. 
Center a 14-inch, four-prong T-nut over the hole 
and hammer in place. Screw in a #io hanger 
bolt, then twist a predrilled finial onto the bolt 
and into place. For finials with tenon ends, simply 
drill a hole the size of the tenon into the disk, dab 
in wood glue, and insert finial. Paint to finish. 

HANGING PENDANT LIGHT 

Cast the island in a modern industrial light 
using a metal-wire lampshade frame suspended 
from a hanging pendant with a colorful cloth- 
covered cord, top, far right. First spray-paint the 
frame. To assemble, thread the pendant cord 
through the shade’s center hole and secure the 
two using a nut and stem. Screw in an Edison- 
style filament bulb for retro flair. Consult a 
licensed electrician to hard-wire the pendants. 

TEA TOWEL CAFE CURTAINS 

No-sew curtains, above right, improve the view 
surrounding your kitchen sink. Clip curtain 
rings along the top edge of a pair of cloth tea 
towels (wash and iron them first), then hang 
from a tension rod. 







PAINTED PEG RAIL 

A wood rack with angled pegs, above, far right, 
creates a home base for cutting boards, aprons, 
and other food-prep items. Paint the rack to 
match a dominant color in your kitchen. We 
recommend a spray paint that includes paint- 
and-primer in one to save time.

HOUSE NUMBER WALL CLOCK 

Time for a change? Install a battery-powered 
clock ringed by house numbers, opposite. 
Assemble the clock by cutting a circle from paper 
to fit your space (ours is 42 inches in diameter) 
and tape to the wall. Trace around template in 
pencil and remove. At the circle’s center, mark 
position of the clock mechanism. Position and 
tape the mounting templates provided with 
each number on the drawn circle in an hourly 
rotation. Check to ensure the minute arm will 
sweep over the numbers. Follow manufacturer’s 
directions for mounting the numbers (we 
painted ours first). Install the clock mechanism 
according to directions. Erase pencil marks. 

SHIPPING PALLET KITCHEN ISLAND 

Deliver modern style with an island, opposite, 
assembled from a pair of 36x36-inch wood 
pallets, a sheet of i-inch MDF, 1x3 and 1x6 
poplar boards, a pair of i9-i/2xi3-inch metal 
brackets, and a butcher-block countertop. Shop 
for 36x36-inch pallets online or at local pallet 
recyclers (some can cost as low as $6 each). 
Check your home center for poplar craft boards, 
MDF, and brackets. Before you begin, prime and 
paint the pallets, brackets, boards, and MDF, 
and seal the butcher-block top. Construct the 
island using our how-to, right.

Assembling 
The Island 

1. BUILD A MODESTY PANEL to 

run the center length of the island, 
between the pallets, by cutting 
two 1-inch MDF sheets (ours are 
35x61 V4 inches). Then, cut three 
pieces of 1x3 poplar to 35 inches 
long to use as cleats that will join 
the two MDF sheets. Position the 
first cleat at the center of one 
sheet and space remaining cleats 
19 inches apart on either side. 
Adhere with wood glue; clamp. 
Next, cut four 6-inch-long pieces 
of poplar. Align two of the 6-inch 
poplar pieces along the right 
edge of the same sheet of MDF, 
positioning one 4V4 inches from 
the top, and the other 10V2 inches 
from the bottom. Glue and clamp. 
Repeat for left side. Let dry. 

Apply glue to the face of the 
attached poplar pieces; position 
remaining MDF sheet on top. 
Clamp and let dry. 

2. FINISH PALLETS. Cut two 

pieces of poplar sized to fill the 
gap in each pallet’s top edge 
(visible in photo 3). Glue in place. 
When dry, drill holes through 
these boards where the island 
base and countertop will join. 

Next, create the four hooks 
to connect the pallets to the 
modesty panel. From the 1x6 
poplar boards, cut four 4- and 
5-inch pieces of poplar for a total 
of eight pieces. Align and glue one 
4- and 5-inch piece together, like a 
hook, as shown in photo 2. Repeat 
for a total of four hooks. Center 
two hooks on the inside of each 
pallet, positioned so they would 
slide into the side slots of the 
modesty panel. Glue and let dry. 

3. ATTACH MODESTY PANEL. 

Slip pallet ends into the modesty 
panel using the hook-and-slot 
construction. 

4. PLACE COUNTERTOP on island 
base. Use the predrilled holes in 
each pallet’s top edge to screw up 
through the palette and into the 
top with iV2-inch screws. Then, 
install the metal brackets at the 
center of the modesty panel.

Poor ventilation can result in mold and 
mildew. Check out these tips to keep 
your bathroom cool and dry so you 
don’t have to sweat it. 


ARE EXHAUST 
VENTILATION FANS 
REALLY NECESSARY? 

“They’re an absolute must,” says Chicago 
HVAC professional Frank Cox, noting 
exhaust fans remove moisture from your 
bathroom (no more foggy mirrors!) and 
help prevent the growth of mold and 
mildew. “You need to get rid of that 
humidity, otherwise it’ll damage your 
drywall and make your paint flake,” says 
Quint Yarber, an Indiana HVAC expert. 


BUY THE RIGHT FAN 

The most important factor to consider is 
cubic feet per minute (GFM). GFMs measure 
airflow; the larger your bathroom, the higher 
the GFM you will need. ^%ur GFM 
requirements will depend on your 
bathroom’s square footage and ceiling 
height,” Yarber says. ''Know those numbers 
before you shop, then check them against the 
GFM printed on the fan’s box.” 

The Home Ventilating Institute 
recommends the fan system be able to 
exhaust the volume of the room eight times 
in one hour. Here’s how to determine the 
ideal GFM for your bath. 


I Galculate the volume of the room 
in cubic feet. Length x Width x 
Height = Volume 

2 Multiply the volume found in 
step 1 by 8. Volume x8 = Total 
exhaust in one hour 



Divide the answer in step 2 by 6o 
(the number of minutes in an 
hour). Total exhaust 1 6o = Desired 
CFM for your bath

RIGHT: On a mission to 
update this dated guest 
bath, the Kitchen + 

Bath Makeovers team 
focused on smart 
surface upgrades that 
worked with 
homeowner Dave 
Reinders' lifestyle. The 
vinyl flooring that 
inspired the look is 
budget-friendly and 
comfortable, providing 
more cushion than tile. 
Plus, it wears well. 
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The carpet was first. Among the many 
neutral surfaces in Dave Reinders’ guest bath, the 
carpet grabbed your attention right away. Then it 
was the blank walls, untouched trim, and builder- 
grade lighting, mirror, and vanity. The Sxy-foot 
space wasn’t welcoming to guests, or to Dave and 
his two Westies, Kirby and Cooper. 

Our goal was to update the space by using 
functional but fashion-forward products that 
would achieve a masculine look. Luxury sheet 
vinyl flooring was the first pick. It’s a budget- 
friendly material that’s easy to install — and even 
easier to clean, perfect with pets in the home. The 
tweed-inspired pattern is not only a contemporary 
flooring choice, but it also hides dirt and pet hair. 

Wallpaper in a fine but large-scale pattern 
quietly contrasts with the flooring while adding 
interest to the vanity wall. Its tone-on-tone 
colorway prevents the pattern from overwhelming 
the room. Wallpaper was a safe choice for the 
small bath because it is infrequently used for 
showering, so humidity levels are low. 

The wallpaper solidified the neutral palette, 
inspiring a warm tone for the paint on the other 
walls. The color was applied in Benjamin Moore’s 
Aura Bath & Spa line, a paint mix intended to 
resist mildew.

With the palette in place on the major 
surfaces, we turned to the vanity to add a much- 
appreciated pop of color. A new granite countertop 
incorporated the room’s neutrals. For the base, 
deep blue cools the warm neutrals and continues 
the masculine feel of the space. Black knobs and 
pulls tailor the vanity with a modem dark-on- 
dark twist. A thick espresso color on the mirror's 
frame carries the saturated color above the vanity. 
Removing the oversize existing mirror allowed 
rewiring for sconces on each side of the mirror, 
providing better lighting and more style. 

The patterned shower curtain accents the vanity 
color, finishing off the fresh and functional space 
that gets approval from guests and dogs alike.

when the water receded 

and the damage was assessed from a “once-in-a-hundred-year” flood, Eddie and Kelley 
Clemons discovered watermarks 38 inches high inside their 65-year-old Nashville home, 


Thanks to Eddie’s electrical contracting experience and 
neighbor Anna Forkum’s interior design skills, a new kitchen 
came together on a carefully constructed budget and extended 
time frame. 

“Flood insurance claims were restrictive, so we had to do the 
work ourselves and in stages,” Eddie says. “But family helped 
with demolition, and I had a network of friends in the 
construction business who offered advice. We kept the existing 
layout, as moving plumbing would have been expensive. Anna 
designed the cabinetry layout and recommended all the 
products and materials.” 

The interior designer specified clean-lined cabinetry painted 
pale gray and white quartz-surfacing countertops on the 
kitchen’s perimeter, a medium gray for the island’s cabinetry 
and countertops, and matte-glass tile with subtle color 
variations for the backsplash. She chose a brushed-nickel faucet 
and stainless-steel appliances, tucking the freestanding 
refrigerator into a niche next to the ovens to give it the feel of a 


built-in. The biggest changes involved a redesign of the original 
triangular island into a two-level rectangle — improving traffic 
fiow and allowing them to use their favorite barstools, rescued 
from the fiood — and repurposing the adjacent den, which had 
once been a garage, into a dining area. 

Experts in mold abatement treated the walls, and a cadre of 
family and friends painted them and the coffered ceiling. A 
neighbor installed the fiooring, laying the ash planks in the 
kitchen’s work area perpendicular to those in the dining area 
after they learned solid hardwood planks should run 
perpendicular across fioor joists to avoid sagging. The 
Clemonses like the suggestion of two different but joined areas. 

“The renovation took time and wasn’t without headaches,” 
Eddie says, ‘"but instead of being in two different rooms, family 
and friends are now all together, at the bar near where we’re 
cooking and circulating in the dining area. We love the 
friendliness of the new space.”

it needed some eiork. 

Linda Barkus’ former kitchen in her 1947 
Portland, Oregon, home was warped, 
chipped, cracked, and isolated. Parts of the 

ceramic tile countertops were missing, and grout was 
constantly falling out. “I was afraid to put food on the counter, 
it was so gross,” Linda says. The vinyl floors were warped due 
to moisture and poor installation, and a wall between the 
kitchen and the rest of the house separated Linda from family 
and friends when they came over for dinner. After 18 years of 
scrubbing countertops that never came clean and cooking in 
cramped quarters, she had had enough of the dated kitchen. 

“I found architect Michael Howells through a story in our 
local newspaper,” Linda says. “He’d remodeled several kitchens 
of similar vintage to mine.” She was tired of the dingy white 
decor and was thrilled when Howells suggested green cabinets 
and coral ceramic backsplash tile. “My dream kitchen needed to 
be peaceful, yet cheery,” Linda says. “I love the color selection.” 

Smooth quartz-surfacing countertops replaced old ceramic 
tile. Outdated white appliances were upgraded with modern 
versions including a stainless-steel slide-in dual-fuel range, 
dishwasher, refrigerator, and microwave. To visually expand the 
tiny footprint, new oak flooring was integrated with the original 
flooring in the rest of the house. 

Size and purpose were top priorities in the cabinetry selection. 

Cabinets reach to the ceiling, and sliding shelves and clever 
wire corner units in the base cabinets mean no wasted space. 

Some are open or have glass doors to display pottery and books. 

After three months of remodeling, Linda’s dream kitchen 
became a reality with a happy surprise. “I can’t believe how 
much I love to clean my kitchen,” Linda says. “It’s got cottage 
charisma, and I love it.”

whether ifs a special occasion 

or an everyday kind of day, Rie and David Sterling’s rehabbed farmhouse in Apex, 

North Carolina, buzzes with activity. The couple, their six kids, and all their friends 


gather in the kitchen, a social hub that Rie and David designed 
around posh English cabinets they found on Craigslist. 

These congenial assemblies are just what the homeowners 
envisioned as they gutted and rebuilt interiors to suit the 
home’s late-i8oos origin, their open-plan living preferences, 
and their cost-saving inclinations. The couple tore down walls 
to create a great-room that placed the new kitchen at the rear 
of the home, which allowed for windows on two walls. 

“We wanted a big kitchen that was full of light,” Rie says. 
“We wanted the kitchen to look historic, like our farmhouse, 
so we put in beaded board, covered ceilings in rough pine 
boards, and used salvaged doors.” The couple sketched the 
kitchen layout around Smallbone cabinets and sinks, 
including base cabinets, two armoires, and farmhouse and 
prep sinks. 

“The beauty of an English country kitchen is that it’s made 
up of free-floating pieces, similar to furniture,” Rie says. “We 


kept the stained cabinets as they were, but repainted the 
painted pieces a creamy white for a simple look.” 

The creamy-hued paint, which also brings a buffet-turned- 
island into the scheme, warmly balances the crisper white- 
painted flnishes appearing on walls, ceilings, and trim. White 
tones repeat in the kitchen as Carrara marble countertops 
and in the dining area as fabrics and flnishes. 

“I used shades of white to create a sense of brightness,” 

Rie says. “Because the cabinets are Old World, I brought in 
industrial touches like the pendant lights, the galvanized 
stools, and chrome pulls for a more modern feel.” A stainless- 
steel range, glass-door refrigerator, and rolling shelves give 
the countrifled kitchen a fashion-forward lift. 

“The kitchen works for how we live and entertain, both of 
which we do very casually,” Rie says. “I don’t think there’s a 
thing we’d do differently!”

in her backyard. She keeps them in 
community gardens. She even keeps bees in 
a mountain location. Now, for the first time, 

Linda Tillman can see her bees from the window in the 
adjacent dining room in her 1930s Atlanta home. “My kitchen 
used to feel like a closet,” Linda says. “There was little natural 
light, and no room for company.” 

Two walls blocked the view from the kitchen to the dining 
room. So when interior designer Brian Patterson came up with 
a plan to add a window in the dining room and remove the 
walls between the kitchen and dining room, Linda was sold. “I 
wanted to create a better connection from the kitchen to the 
rest of the home,” Patterson says. The result is an open flow 
with plenty of seats, and the two rooms now function as one. 

Patterson also made the kitchen more functional with an 
L-shape layout. A continuous run of countertop between the 
sink and range gives Linda space to prep and cook meals 
without having to carry ingredients across the room. Another 
smart addition is the well-equipped pantry cabinet. “Linda is a 
true cook,” Patterson says. “She needs ingredients and 
cookware easily accessible. Designed to feel like an antique 
wardrobe, the dark wood floor-to-ceiling cabinet makes things 
easy to And. “Her home has detailed millwork, and I wanted to 
give her cabinetry the same consideration,” Patterson says. 

A warm gray paint dresses the perimeter cabinetry. “This 
shade feels relaxing,” Linda says. “And that’s how I want to feel 
when Pm baking.” Variegated tones on the quartz-surfacing 
counter and limestone backsplash add interest to the design. A 
combination of undercabinet lighting, ceiling flxtures, and 
natural light completes the welcoming atmosphere. 

“A surprising benefit of this remodel was the light and the 
view. I never imagined how much the additional natural light 
would enhance the feel of the kitchen,” Linda says. “And when 
the bees are flying, it’s like watching beautiful golden streams 
outside my window.”

a desire to move up 


in the world didn’t drive Gayle Schadendorf 
to relocate two years ago, but she did just 
that when she traded her blocks-from-the- 

beach San Diego cottage for a 23rd-floor Minneapolis condo. 

“It was the breathtaking views that sold me,” she says. What 
didn’t sell Gayle was the 1980s kitchen — complete with a 
dropped textured ceiling, track lighting, and plaid wallpaper. 
Armed with keen design skills, the interior and graphic designer 
set out to give her time-warp kitchen a budget-smart refresh. 

First Gayle tackled the ceiling. “I cut a small hole in the 
drywall and used my phone to take pictures of what I couldn’t 
see — that’s how I knew I could tear it down,” she says. Doing so 
revealed lo-foot concrete ceilings, which instantly set the tone 
for the fresh, industrial-chic vibe Gayle wanted. 

The existing clean-lined cabinets were keepers, but they 
didn’t provide enough counter space or storage, so Gayle 
crafted a peninsula out of a sideboard and a marble slab. She 
also retrofitted a pantry with custom shelving and sliding doors. 

Then came the cosmetic updates. Gayle covered the range 
wall from counter to ceiling with gray subway tiles, replaced the 
dated countertop with budget-friendly 24-inch-square granite 
tiles, installed a stainless-steel apron-front sink, and upgraded 
to stainless-steel appliances. 

Throughout the process, sourcing items on the Internet was 
Gayle’s MO. “I ordered almost all of my materials from big-box 
retailer websites, since their stores offer just a fraction of what’s 
available online,” Gayle says. Her favorite online find — the 
commercial vinyl tiles she installed over the existing fiooring. 
Extremely durable, they establish the pop of green that 
reappears in the focal-point wall stencil Gayle designed herself. 

“I spent hundreds of hours researching options, comparing 
prices, and doing as much of the work myself as possible,” Gayle 
says. One look at her kitchen reveals it was time well spent.

it was time. 

Nearly 30 years after Sharon and Dale 
Riebold purchased their historic home in 
the Cape Cod village of West Dennis, 

they were finally ready to remodel their beloved summer home. 

Though the main goal for the kitchen remodel was to retain 
the scale and feel of the older part of the house, the Riebolds 
also wanted the kitchen to function efficiently by outfitting it 
with new appliances and cabinets. “I didn’t want a country 
kitchen,” Sharon says. Instead, she opted for a classic look. 

“I think 20 years from now the style will still fit in.” 

Sharon chose a soft white paint for the cabinets, which she 
painted herself The custom cabinets were laid out in the living 
room and painted before they were installed. She primed the 
cabinets, then applied two coats of oil-base paint. 

Dale installed classic elements such as the beaded-board 
ceiling and crown molding. The island, though small, makes up 
for the countertop space sacrificed to resting the upper cabinets 
on the counters. Open shelves and glass doors allow Sharon to 
display her vast collection of teapots, vases, and servingware. 

“Even though the kitchen is small, we can always fit everyone 
in. We spend a lot of time in the kitchen. Eve had bigger kitchens 
with more room,” Sharon says, ‘"but this is my favorite.”

Removing Hardwood Stains 

Don’t panic over stains and spots on your wood floors. 
Depending on what type and how deep the stain is, you nnay 
be able to fix it easily. 

WHITE STAINS indicate the stain is located either in the 
floor’s finish or the waxy surface. Let the stain dry for two days 
to see if it disappears on its own. If it is still visible, cover the 
stain with a dry cotton cloth and rub with a hot iron (set to “no 
steam”) for two to three seconds. 

BLACK RINGS are more problematic; they are generally water 
stains that have penetrated the finish. You have two options. 
Dip a scrub brush into a small amount of bleach and rub on 
the stain; repeat after several hours and let the area rest 
overnight. Or strip, sand, and reseal the area. 

NONGREASY STAINS caused by items such as food and nail 
polish should come off with dish detergent mixed into warm 
water and rubbed onto the spot with a soft cloth. 

GREASE STAINS can be removed with a small amount of 
ammonia mixed with cold water and applied with a soft cloth.

N ancy'TwQiney^s 
kitchen makeov^r--.^ 
made room for a snack 
bar and breakfast 
area.

finding a good fit 

is as valuable in a kitchen as it is in a three- 


piece suit. When Nancy and Dan Twomey 
bought a two-stoiy traditional home in 

a Washington, D.C., suburb, they were determined to tailor it to 
the needs of their family, which included four growing sons. 
Before moving in, Nancy, a designer by trade, worked on the 
kitchen to remove the 1980s feel and maximize its storage. 

Although her kitchen’s footprint was about 200 square feet, 
Nancy knew she could make the space feel bigger. ‘We didn’t 
move any walls, but we eliminated one doorway and moved 
another,” she says. 

From experience, Nancy was sure she could squeeze more 
amenities into her kitchen — storage and dining potential. She 
removed a long peninsula extending deep into the space, 
installing a compact island. And though the home has a formal 
dining room, the Twomeys also wanted a breakfast area for 
casual meals. Nancy shopped online to find a table that could 
seat six and also fit into the tight space. 

Adding light was an important consideration; the old kitchen 
had been dimly lit by just two overhead fixtures. Now there are 
four recessed lights, a pair of pendants over the island, and a 
decorative fixture over the table. 

In redesigning the space, she had to make a choice — more 
storage or more work space? She chose the former, nearly 
doubling her storage capacity but losing some counter space. “I 
don’t miss it,” Nancy says. The couple’s design goal was 
achieved. ‘We’d wanted to make the space as efficient as 
possible,” she says. “If anything, the new kitchen exceeds 
expectations.”

When Beth Kooby bought her ’6os-era, 
split-level Atlanta home, she put her 
professional interior design skills to work, 

renovating it room by room in order of need — kitchen, kids’ 
bath, dining room — leaving the largely unused guest bath for 
last. But when her father fell ill, she wanted him near her, and 
the guest suite suddenly became a priority. “I wanted him to 
feel at home,” Beth says. “So my contractor and I made it 
happen within a few weeks.” 

Inspired by her father’s love of gardening, Beth chose a 
chevron-pattern wallcovering and shower curtain in a fresh 
green-and-white color palette reminiscent of springtime. 

“It’s neither super feminine nor burly masculine,” Beth 
says.

deep in the heart ofTexaSj 

homeowners Marn Gaynor and Kim 
Whitley-Gaynor found their dream home, 
a historical 1853 house sitting on 10 acres. 

It needed a lot of work, but these salvage experts were up for 
the challenge. 

A major change of the home’s layout was to modify their 
master bedroom and add access to an adjoining master bath. 
The existing bath was outdated, and the floor was spongy 
due to a leaky toilet. Remodeling began with reconfiguring 
walls and removing one of two walk-in master closets. 

Mark built an oversize walk-in shower incorporating 
traditional 3x6-inch white subway wall tiles and black 
hexagon floor tiles. Directly above the shower is a new 
ceiling-mount light fixture. Its base was smaller than the 
hole, so Mark and Kim put a piece of reclaimed tin between 
the two, covering the open space. White beaded board on the 
wainscoting and ceiling adds architectural charm. 

A salvage showstopper is an old buffet that Mark 
repurposed into the double-sink vanity. Initially the whole 
piece was painted, but the top got scratched while installing 
the sinks, so Mark sanded it down to bare wood, and Kim 
sealed the top with Miss Mustard Seed’s furniture wax, 
which has held up to the moisture. Two additional primitive 
cabinets contribute creative storage solutions. 

Owners of Living Vintage, a business that deconstructs 
old homes and salvages the materials, Kim and Mark 
demonstrate it can be good to take your work home. By 
doing most of the work themselves and repurposing salvaged 
materials, their dream en suite became a reality.

That was the directive Atlanta homeowners 
Ken Mims and Mark Edge gave interior 
designer Perry Walter. “The challenge 

was to make this small bathroom appear larger and more 
open,” says Walter, who did that in several ways, including 
eliminating the bathtub in the new floor plan. 

Another space-stretcher for the master bath was the 
double vanity. Walter designed a custom vanity to 
accomplish two goals: make the room appear larger by 
maximizing open space on the floor, and create storage for 
the homeowners. The vessel sinks play into a motif of 
rectangles, reinforcing the contemporary design. 

The mainly white color palette also visually expands the 
space. Walter chose white for the walls, mirrors, vanity, and 
shower wall tiles. He warmed it up with light tan floor tiles 
and white quartz- surfacing countertop. A band of glass 
mosaic accent tiles became the focal point. “We came up 
with a mosaic design element that would give just the right 
pops of color,” Walter says. 

The designer also boosted the storage. Two floating 
shelves above the toilet hold towels and other bathroom 
items, and a large niche for shower products was 
incorporated into the band of mosaic tile. 

Both homeowners are physicians who appreciate neat and 
orderly living. Add in the designer’s aesthetics, and the end 
result fulfllls the doctors’ orders. “This master bath retreat 
combines it all — soothing colors, functional design, and 
efficient space planning,” Walter says.

Top- VS. Undermount Sinks 

Whether a bathroom sink should sit on top of the 
countertop (known as top-mount or vessel sinks) or 
be built in below the counter depends on aesthetic and 
practical preferences. Interior designer Perry Walter of 
Walter Studio shares his thoughts. 

TOP-MOUNT SINKS add a distinct design feature to a room, 
Walter says, particularly if the goal is a modern look. He 
prefers larger top-mount sinks for utilitarian rooms, such 
as a master bath. Smaller vessel sinks work best in powder 
rooms. Also consider the faucet height, angle and flow of 
the water, and how it sits over the drain. “Make sure your 
faucet complements the sink and bowl depth,” Walter says. 

UNDERMOUNT SINKS are a good choice for families with 
children, who might find it harder to reach a vessel sink. 
Traditional undermount sinks are also easier to clean 
around and, depending on the style, allow more space for 
the faucet and countertop.

is not an oxymoron, especially when you and 
your creative spouse happen to design homes 
for a living. Architect Amy Nowak-Palmerini 

packed a lot of concept into the spare bath in their Congers, 

New York, home when she and husband Roberto Palmerini, 
also an architect, could no longer live with what she calls its 
“Miami Vice pink and gray’" color scheme. The pink tub and 
toilet and the floral decorative tile from the 1980s had to go. 

After gutting the bath, she sheathed the shower and 
wainscoted other walls in white subway tile. “Fm a big fan of 
white because you can take the bathroom in any direction 
from there,"" she says. 

To contemporize the subway tile"s traditional aesthetic, 

Amy added a niche in the shower backed with vertical 
rectangular glass tiles and repeated the look behind the 
showerhead and controls. The effect appears again behind the 
sconce illuminating the new recessed medicine cabinet. 

Porcelain plank tiles that resemble bluestone were a 
budget-friendly floor surface. The combination of traditional 
and contemporary materials ensures a timeless appeal. 

Framing the mirror, sconce, and window in white trim 
unifled what had been a choppy, cluttered look of three 
separate elements on a short wall. Amy provided for their 
young twin children by designing a vanity with a bottom 
drawer that doubles as a step. 

Designing the room with just white could have felt too 
spare. “We wanted a punch of a vibrant shade,"" Amy says. 

Walls received a coat of vibrant chartreuse, instantly 
enlivening the room. “It functions for kids, but still feels like 
an adult space,"" she says.

her bath. “I was a little intimidated by the idea of designing 
the room,” Lesley says of the main bath in her 1936 Nashville 
home that she shares with her husband, Jonathon Marx, and 
son, Abraham. 

Lesley started by reworking the layout. “Originally the 
sink and toilet were so close that it was possible to wash 
your hands without having to stand up,” Lesley says. 

Removal of a shallow linen closet formed a recess for the 
vanity, creating better access to the shower and toilet. 
Eliminating the tub and installing glass doors in the new, 
spacious shower visually enlarges the room. “I love how clear 
and seamless the shower is,” Lesley says. 

With the permanent fixtures in place, Lesley unleashed 
her creativity on the decor. “The light mint green walls have 
a calming and emotional quality,” Lesley says. “And it also 
suits the age of the home. In my work with antique papers, 
Fve seen this shade many times in materials from the 1930s.” 

Black and white hexagonal fioor tiles are also typical in 
homes from this era, but Lesley put her own spin on the 
design by mixing in mint green tiles. White ceramic subway 
tiles paired with a thin black border tile in the shower further 
the traditional look. “I grew up in an older home that had a 
similar tile treatment,” Lesley says. “I wanted our bath to 
look authentic.” The final product is a masterful combination 
of modern convenience and vintage charm.
